Carnarvon’s retirement as Lord-Lieutenant 
of Ireland will probably ghortly be followed by 
that of Hart-Dyke, as Ohief Secretary, 
when Stanhope will become Chief Secretary. 
This shuffling of cards has the appearance of 
ahalf-way house to the abolition of Vice- 
Royalty. There is in both parties practically a 
‘split. Churchill is disgusted with the local 
Government bill about to be introduced. Ac- 
tive negotiations are being carried on bya 
third person between Gladstone and Chamber- 
lain. 

The Social Purity party in the Commons will 
not press their opinions amid the general 
chaos of the coming session,except on tiie con- 
tagious-diseases acts, which they regard as 
wholly incompatible with the criminal law 
amendment act. They confidently anticipate 
its total repeal. The labor representatives 
Will not form a distinct party, but will act 
with the advanced Radicals.

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The importance attached to the Commit- 
tee on Labor in Congress, the recent 
growth of the organization of Knights of 
Labor, the frequency of more or less ef- 


fective boycotts, have called attention to 


the rapid consolidation of the strength of 
the working classes in this country, and 
the general impression is one of astonish- 
ment at the rapidity of the movement. 

We should, however, be astonished 
at its tardiness and at the long delay of 
labor in recognizing its power. The won- 
der is not that the movement is making 
progress now, but that it did not 
make that progress long ago. It is 
an axiomatio truth that in a free 
country, under a government of the 
people; where the majority of the voters 
are workingmen, the failure of labor to 
obtain any of its just demands can be as- 
cribed, not to any lack of strength, but to 
lack of knowledge as to how to make its 
strength effective. If such a condition of 
affairs has hitherto existed it has been for 
want of organization, and that condition 
of affairs is disappearing day by day. 
One can trace the almost daily progress of 
the growth of organization in the circles of 
labor; its record is part of the current his- 
tory of the day made public by the news- 
paper press. 

Will the labor element make a good use 
of its strength? To deny it would be to 
deny the principle on which our Govern- 
ment is based. No doubt mistakes and 
excesses will be committed; no human 
organization has been devised that was 
not liable to error. Butthere is no real 
ground for supposing that these errors 
will be as numerous in adjusting the rela- 
tions of labor and capital as they have 
been in adjusting the relations of great 
corporations to local and general govern- 
ment or in adjusting the tariff or the land 
grants, or in managing municipal govern- 
ment in our large cities. On the contrary, 
we may expect more satisfactory solptions 
of all questions in which the new influence 
makes itself felt. 


SILVER IN GERMANY, 

The German Farmers’ Congress has al- 
ready handed to ChancellorBISMARCK and 
to the Reichstag 200 petitions from farm- 
ers’ and peasants’ unions praying for the 
restoration of silver coinage. Germany 
now has a vast amount of full legal ten- 
der silver coins—probably more than 
France or any other nation. But 
the German farmers declare that the 
attempt to force monometallism, with a 
constantly appreciating gold standard, is 
not only grossly unjust to debtors, but is 
doing more than imported grain and 
meats to ruin German agriculture by 
keeping the prices of products on the 
downward grade and by encouraging a 
tendency to hoard the constantly appre- 
ciating gold coins. The petitioners insist 
that Germany has waited long enough for 
concert of action with England in estab- 
lishing a bi-metallic basis, and should 
wait no longer. The learned professors of 
political economy in the German uni- 
versities tell these German farmers 
that their reasoning is _ fallacious, 
and that there is no more relief 
for them in cheapening the money 
of exchange than there would be in short- 
ening the yard-stick of commerce. But 
how there is, conversely, anything gained 
for anybody but the Money Power and 
the money-changers by continually length- 
ening the yard-stick aforesaid, or by en- 
larging the capacity of the farmer’s 
bushel, the learned professors do not tell 
us.. For arguing in circles and dog- 
matizing on a petitio principii, your pro- 
fessor of political economy is famous.

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SOME OLD RECORDS. 

The Philadelphia News hd brought to 
light from the Recorder’s office of that 
city some of the old deeds, ratifications 
and treaties made with the Indians of 
Pennsylvania in the times of WILIA 
PENN. They are curious specimens of the 
quaint phraseology of the day and contain 
some interesting information about the 
bargains which the peaceful PENN made 
with the Indians. The signatures of the 
Indian Chiefs are worthy of study. 

One of the best trades which the whites 
made was the exchange ofa miscellaneous 
lot of “notions” for a tract of land front- 
ing on the west bank of the Delaware, in- 
cluded between Duck and Chester creeks, 
and “extending as far backward as a man 
can ride in two days with a horse.” It 
‘will be seen that the white man’s profit in 
this trade depends a good deal on the 
speed and bottom of the horse ridden to 
fix the western boundary. Among the 
spoils received by the Indians inreturn for 
so much land were a hundred Jewsharps, 
thirty glass bottles, and forty pairs of 

The signature AGasH Tasn is a rough 
drawing of a goat; SantisTORQUOH made a 
‘war map; Hawyrenta signed with a pen- 
‘sketch of a sap-sucker, while Tamis-Tamis 
drew a young chicken without feathers. 
The handwriting of the Indians was very 
crude, and while superior in some respects 
to the chirography of such writers as 
HORACE GREELEY and LorD Bro, showed 
decided ignorance of the rules of Spen- 
cerian penmanship.
